One of Diplomacy's least prolific writers,, the Rev. Brian Bailey, is presented 
here for the first tir.e with a report on what he believes to be the f irst Diplomacy 
game in recorded history. The Rev, Bailey, a founder and original member of the 
now-deaeaeod Lafayette Tactics Association which included such original Diplomacy 
"grsats" as Charles Turner, James Justin Dygert, and Anders Swonson, was the 
publisher of Arma/reddcr-ia which set a standard of quality In Diplomacy pubiioatlosas 
that few have ecuallod l"" The Rev, Bailey, now in New Guinea teaching local natives 
the arts of Diplomacy and French cooking, prepared the following article as part of 
his oannonieaT examinations at the Church Divinity School of th-3 Pacific, from which 
he holds the? degree of fester of Divine Sciences, With the publication of this 
original article Uocaiftr Arc hives^ has published more articles on more subjects by 
more authors than any other Diplomacy maga&ine, 

THE FIRST DIPLOMACY GAME ON SAH'HI

Our taxt for this paper is Matt. 2?i 353 "And they crucified him, and parted 
his garments , casting lots, that It might be fulfilled which was spoken by the 
prophet. They parted ,?y garments among them, and upon the my vesture did they cast 
lots/' Hark, the original source of this press releaso, records it as follows: 
"And when they had cruuifioti him, they parted his garueixts , casting lets for them, 
what every ran should t^ke." (Mk. 15:2^). The reference to the Prophet is to the 
22nd Psaln cf David, verse 18, which states: "They part ray garments among them, 
and cast lots upon my vesture," 

It is my contention that this press release from MarSc, repeated by Katthsw, 
and predicted by the Prophet David," is a retelling of the first Diplomacy game 
playc-1 on earth.

Ail of these factions; and the related events lead to one conclusion; that 
is that the first Dipbiaaoy game ifas played on Calvary Mountain, the Jewish place 
of the Skull (Golgotha) and was probably played by the folloifing cast: 

AUSTRIA, (a Roinan Centurion), ENGLAND (A Jeuish merchant), FRANCE (a wandering 
harlot), GERMANY (a barbarian), ITALY (a flonan Senator) » RUSSIA (another Ronan 
senator), TURKEY (a wandering Jew), No doubt the game opened with the traditional 
occupation of unoccupied supply centers and was followed by a round of back-stabs 
as one alliance (the Romans) attempted to over-cone the other bloc (the Jews) 
while the poor iarlot tried., vainly, to mke an alliance with either, After 
a few years of play it became obvious that superior Roman skill and force would 
win, whereupon the Jews resorted to trickery and called upon their Gcd, El Fa-Tah t 
to intervene on their behalf. He promptly responded by hiding the sun behind a 
cloud for several hours, hurling lightening bolts, and causing a great wind and 
heavy rains. Undeterred by all this the ftcsens proceed on with the attack. 
Having taken 15 supply centers they needed only three more to win. Finally, a 
strong attack through Syria and Turkey fell. Celebrating their defeat of the Jews 
the Jtoicans promptly taekod the JSHSLISH , FRENCH and TURKISH giaysr3 up on crosses 
with the following sign over their head, Z9 AD. A. That was, apparently 9 the first 
Diposwicy game.

ARCHIVES MOVES INTO NEW QUARTERS 

The world-famous Hoo3ier Archives today moved into their new home located 
in a former cow pasture near Lebanon, Indiana. At dedication ceremonies attended 
by Gov. Perry Saunders and members of the Legislature, the Hoosier Archives 
were opened to the public. The new building, constructed at a cost of million, 
is the world's largest air-conditioned, marble -f acsd , quonset hut. More than three 
times the size of the Pentagon, the new building contains 1,200 miles of shelving, 
12,000 four-drawer filing cabinets, and >'-3 » 000,000 documents. 

Contained in the collection of the Archives are the entire set of the 
Beshara Papers, 2,300 volumes; the Prcsnits-Prcsnitss Correspondence, 1,111 volumes, 
and the Peery-Peery-Peery Papers, 14,000 volumes. 

The entire collection has been reproduced on microfilm for the convenience of 
scholars all over the nor id and is available through a regional lending library. 

The new custodian of the Archives is Dr, Roger R. Smith, former Chief 
Archivist of the United States. 

As visitors enter the Archives gallery they see below them In sealed 
containers the originals of the first issues of G]££ustarfc, E^jehwoiJ* and Hoosier 
Arcjiiyes. Placed near the exit is a special exhibit of the three first issues of 
Waz.ir, considered by icany to be the prize exhibit of the Archives since these 
copies are known to have been touched by the hand of The Great One and are dotted 
with spots believed to be from the sacred pomegranate. It is reported by authorities 
that The Great One was handed the sacred pomegranate from God hihmself atop 
Kt. 2 ion's famed Westgate Piasa as a symbol of his authority and divine mlssicn,
